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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 5 
are patentable over the prior art patents and printed publications because of the specific 
control system for controlling a duplex printing device to reduce the show-through error 
by determining at least one of sizes and locations of a first side image and a second side 
image of the duplex-printed image recording medium, determining an amount of residual 
magnification error based on the determined at least one of sizes and locations, 
determining margin shifts that reduce show-through due to the residual magnification 
error, the residual magnification error being related to shrinkage of the image recording 
medium wherein a first portion and a second portion of the determined margin shifts are 
applied to the first side image and the second side image, respectively, during printing of 
image data to reduce. The combined limitations are not taught by the art of record alone 
or in combination. 

Claims 2-4 and 6-9 are allowed because they are directly or indirectly dependent . 
from claims 1 and 5 above. 

The prior art of record, Rabjohns (U.S. 5,708,935) discloses a duplex margin 
repositioning system wherein the edge margins of the duplex-printed image on the first 
side and the second side of the recording medium are corrected from the first and second 
original documents having different dimensions than the copy sets so that the duplex 
copy sheet has substantially equal margins on both sides. Rabjohns thus fails to teach 
the correction of the margin shifts to a residual magnification error related to the 
shrinkage of the recording medium.
